Recommendations Unanimous.

The Hague. court. 

In the application of sanctions, it 
is stipulated «hat “if a default by 
Germany is established, the repara- 
tions commission will forthwith give 
rctice of such defuult to each of the 
interested powers and may make such 
recommendations as to the action to 
be taken in the consequenve of such 
default as it ‘ay think necessary.’ 

From any vote. that not unani- 
mous, any, member of the reparations 
commission, who has participated in 
the vote, may within eight days ftom 
the date of the suid decisiog appeal 
to a commission composed of three 
impartial and independent persons 
whose decision shall be final. 

American To Be Chairman. 

The chairman of the arbitral com- 
mission, it is stpulated, shall be an 
American citizen, 

This concession to the principle of 
arbitration was granted te placate 
the bankers’ opposition, but the right 
to separate action. by. France in the 
event of German default, which the 
bunkers steadily opposed as jeopardiz- 
ing the security of investors in the 
German loan, would seem to be main- 
tained in the phrase'setting forth that 
“all existing riahts of the signatory 
powers under the treaty of Versailles, 
read with the Dawes report, are re- 
served.” 

“If Germany shall be declared in 
default,” it is further stipulated, “the 
signatory governments, acting with 
the consciousness of joint trusteeships 
for the financial intefests of them- 
selves and of persons who advance 
money upon the lines of the Dawes 
plan, will confer at once on the nature 
of the sanctions to be applied and on 
the method for their rapid and ef- 
fective application.”

It 
vides for appeal from a decision of 
the reparation commission, with the 
American member sitting ow the com- 
mittee of three independen*, impartial 
experts chosen by agreement between 
the reparation commission, deciding 
unanimously, and Germany, or, in 
case of disagreement, by the preési- 
dent of The Hague court. The repa- 
ration commission first must submit 
a charge that a defect has occurred 
to the committee, consisting of the 
agent-general for reparations, the 
trustee for railway and_ industrial 
bonds, railway cemmissioner, bank 
commissioner and commissioner of 
controlled revenues. 

Arbitration Again Applied. 

The fifth resolution provides two 
methods for applying the principles 
of arbitration to the question whether 
financial .naneuvers are  voccurring 
within Germany to defeat transfers. 
If the  wransfer committee is divided 
equally on the question, appeal can 
be made to an arbitrator, who sball 
be a financial expert selected bv the 
members of the transfer committee, 
or, lacking unanimity, by The Hague 
court. 

The second method can be applied 
if the funds at the disposal of the 
agent-general accumulated in  Ger- 
many reach 5,000,000,000 gold marks 
and the trasfer committee has dectd- 
ed that financial maneuvers have not 
taken place in Germany. Any mi- 
nority members of the committee may 
appeal within eight days to the arbi- 
tral tribunal, consisting of three in- 
dependant, impartial financial experts, 
including an American citizen, who 
will act as chairman. Such experts 
are to be selected by the committee 
unanimously, or, failing unanimity, by 
the president of The Hague court.

Much of 
what is now to the front in American 
politics might profitably be crowded 
off the stage. It would be a pity to

It would be a nity 
for the outcome of the campaign tu he 
determined by the success of appen's 
to groups of voters, or by the actions 
of groups of voters under their own 
leaders. This kind of maneuvering 
has determined the outcome of many 
campaigns, but they have not been 
the most wholesome campaigns in vur 
histery. 

This year, if it is to be a campaign 
in which group action is important, 
the negro voter will have an unaccus- 
tomed importance. There is no ac- 
curate estimate of the number of ne- 
groes who have migrated to the nurta 
during the last few years. But pvoliti- 
enl leaders of both parties report that 
their numbers have come to be im- 
portant, and possibly decisive, in some 
northern and border states. 

Negro Vote Heavy. 

It is believed that if all the negro 
voters who have been added to the 
population of St, Louis during the 
last five years should continue to 
vote the republican ticket, that fact 
alone would go far toward assuring 
Missouri to the republicans. Qn the 
other hand, it is believed that if all 
the negro voters in Indiana should 
this year vote the. democratic ticket, 
it would assure that state to the demo- 
crats. The hope of the democrats tv 
secure the allegiance of the negroes 
in Indiana lies in the fact that the 
republican party organization and 
ticket in that state has come to have 
so much identitication with the Ku 
Klux Klan. The writer of this ar- 
ticle has been told that there is a 
clear and formidable movement on 
the part of the negroes in Indiana 
toward the democrats. The accus- 
tomed leaders of the negroes, so far 
as they follow’ political leadership 
from persons of their own race, are 
the colored clergy: and it has been 
reported to the writer that the col- 
ored clergymen of ‘Indiana are. or- 
ganizing their flocks to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket this year. 

If this happens, it will be a aev- 
elty in American politics. The alle- 
giance of the colored man to the 
republican party in the past has had 
the quality of steadfastness inherent 
in a primitive people in whom: the 
recollection of oppression is recent 
and to whom the republican varty 
has seemed to fill the role of rescuer. 
Democratic candidates for office in 
border states have told of negroes 
whose personal allegiance to them 
was sich that they would not hesi- 
tate to risk their lives, but who, 
nevertheless, on election day. would 
vote the republican ticket. If there 
is this year any formidable movement 


of negro vetors toward the demo- 
crats, or in any future year in which 
it happens, the results will be strik- 
ing, Aside from New York. the two, 
great states in all elections, tre 


states which commonly go one way our 
the .other by comparatively narrow 
majorities, are Indiana and Ohio. It

La Follette’s Support in Groups. 

Of the three tickets, the one whose 
support is conspicuously made up of 
an aggregation of different groups is 
La Follette’s. La Follette’s hope lies 
in an aggregation of groups, or in 
nothing. La Follette has, and will con- 
tinue to have, unless group conscious- 
ness fades in the presence of vital 
principles, not less than six or seven 
distinct groups, 

To be sure, these groups, by reason 
of the very fact that they are groups, 
constitute a difficult followng to hold 
together. One group is apt to discover 
that its purposes are inconsisi-nt with 
those of another group and to begin 
to wonder hew it is possible that the 
success of the candidate it has in- 
dorsed can be equally satisfactory to 
itself and all other groups. 

For example, one of La Follette’s 
groups is composed of the masses of 
German voters who in various cities 
and other small communities vote to a 
great extent as a unit. These German 
voters in such cities as St. Louis and 
Milwaukee are largely “wet.” At the 
same time, La Follette.so far has had 
the following of great numbers of 
farmers in the Northwestern states 
who are prevailingly “dry.” 

Probably the most curious union in 
American politics is the joint action 
expressed in the title “fartmueiahes 
party.” Any political economist or rr 
litical philosopher would have said 
that common action by farmers and 
labor unions was impossible. The 
economic interests of these two groups 
are -as diverse as possible. The farm-’ 
er complains of the high prices of 
what he has to buy. An analysis o! 
the causes of those high prices would 
include the high price of labor in che 
cities and manufacturing districts. 
and these high wages are one of ‘he 
chief purposes of group actien on the 
part of union labor.

“In view of its highly contagious 
nature and especially the economie 
hardships caused by quarantine mear-

FYUSTICE SHIRAS 
‘DIES AT PITTSBURG 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 2.—George 
Shiras, Jr., justice of the United 
States supreme court from 1892 to 
1903, died in a hospital here today 
from pneumonia which developed after 
he had fractured his leg in a fall at 
his home here five weeks ago. [He 
was 92 years old. 

Mr. Shiras at the time of ‘his ap- 
pointment to the supreme court by 
President Benjamin Harrison was one 
of the leading members of the Pennsyl- 
vania bar. .His position of associ- 
ate justice was the only pr lic  of- 
fice he ever held, although in 1881, 
when a protracted deadlock occurrcd 
in the election of a United States sen- 
ator in the Pennsyiyania legislature, 
his friends presented his name for 


consideration. After more than a 
month had elapsed without a choice, 
the contending factions agreed on Mr. 
‘Shiras. When notified he promptly 
wired his refusal of the offer. 

After his retirement from the bench 
in 1903 he spent the winter months 
of each year at Ormond Beach, FIa.. 
and it was the out-of-door life he led 
at this resort which contributed to his 
health in late years:

Country-wide Dragnet. 

For five years federal agents and 
the police of all large cities have been 
seeking Woodward, who, they assert, 
has been kept in hiding by a notorious 
band of internationally known conf!- 
dence men of which “Dapper Don” 
Collins was.the head. Collins was re- 
cently brought back from France and 
is now serving a sentence in a New 
York prison. Woodward, detectives 
assert, was one of Collins’ principal] 
lieutenants. 

With the discovery of Woodward's 
presence here federal agents redoubled 
their hunt for the man, who is wanted 
in Georgia on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud in a_ wire-tapning 
scheme in Atlanta in 1918, and also 
on various state charges. 

Woodward is alleged to have shot 
and killed Edward Mills, of Atlanta, 
an alleged confederate, on Aprii 3. 
1919, following a quarrel in which 
Mills threatened to expose Woodward 
unless the latter split a large sum Le 
had obtained by means of a fake race- 
horse confidence game, 

Flees to New York. 

Woodward fled to New York, where 
he is said to have been hidden by Col: 
lins. Later, things became too hot 
for Collins in New York and he was 
forced to become a fugitive himself. 

Collins chartered a yacht and en- 
gaged “in the rum-running game, and 
Woodward shipped on this boat. It 
was the zealous efforts of secret sery- 
ice agents to capture Woodward that 
led to the abandonment of the yacht 
here three years ago and the suodse- 
quent flight of Collins and Woodwerée, 
along with an attractive young woman 
who acted as first mate of the vessel. 

The seized vessel was found to con- 
tain a large supply of liquors, which 
Collms and Woodward were unable to 
smuggle ashore. 

Collins was finally forced to flv ‘to 
France, where he remained a fugitive 
until his capture six months ago, 

Goes to Mexico. 

Woodward went to Mexico, where 
he was seen at a number of race 
tracks, but, according to feder1l 
agents, they were unable to pick him 
up owing to unsettled conditions in 
that country. As he was about to be 
seized and forcibly taken across the 
border Woodward disappeared, and all 
trace was lost of him until recently, 
when a trio of confidence men were 
arrested in this city and papers found 
in their possession put the searchers 
on the trail once more. 

Police fliers which describe the 
fugitive as a wiretapper and crooked 
gambler also assert that he was in- 
dicted for larceny growing out of con- 
fidence games in Atlanta in 1915-

Subject of Agriculture 
Finds Place in Schools 


That agriculture as a regular school 
subject is rapidly finding a place in 
the course of Georgia’s high schools 
is evidenced by the annual report of 
the Georgia State Board For Voca- 
tional Education. The report states 
that the board co-operated in paying 
the salaries of 94 teachers last year. 

Exactly 3,604 farm boys were en- 
rolled in the classes taught by these 
-teachers and under their supervision 
pprofuced $907,897.72 worth of farm 
products, it is shown. . 

The State Board for Vocational 
Education spent $84,551.20 in paying 
-the salaries of teachers of vocational 
agricniture last year. from funds 
which Georgia received from the fed- 
eral government under provisions of 
the Smith-Hughes act. This sum was 
matched dollar for dollar . by schoola 
employing these teachers and it 1s 
pointed out that the value of farm 


duties here as governor havé not em- 
barrassed you or the ticket.” 


products produced by the boys in the 
agricultural classes exceeded by $40,- 


000 the total sum for salaries of the 
teachers employed. 


Classes for Adults. 
In addition to the instruction given 
by these teachers to boys regularly 


enrolled in school, classes were con- 


ducted by twenty-two of them for 


adult farmers and their wives. The 
value of products produced by those 
enrolled in these “evening” classes, 
as the direct resnlt of the instruction 
given, was greater than the returns 
made by the pupils in school. 

The outstanding project carried on 
by these teachers last year was a cot- 
ton growing contest in which more 
than three hundred boys from all 
parts of the state competed in grow- 
4ng three acres of cotton on their 
home farms. 

Results of the contest show that 
these boys, following the methods of 
growing cotton under boll weevil con- 
ditions that are this year being used 
almest universally, made 282 pounds 


of lint cottom per acre while farmers | 


of the state averaged only 82. This 
contest and the work of the voca- 


tional teachers, more than amy one 
piece of work, is responsible for the 
hetter methods that are being used 
in making the cotton crop this year. 


Four-Year Course. 


Under the plan for teaching ag- 
riculture in the high schools, a four- 
year course is offered. The first year 
is devoted to a study of farm crops; 
the second year to animal] prodaction; | 
the third, to horticulture, and the 
tourth to farm managenient. Regular 
high school credit is given for the 
work. It is recognized as one group 
of subjects that should be taught in ac 
credited high schools, and is recogniz- 
ed by the University of Georgia for 
college entrance im every course ex- 
cept that for the A. B. degree. 

‘Funds fer the Gondutting of this” 
work will be increased from $S4.- 
000 to $105,438.99 for the next school 
year. Already 10 high schools have 
made plans for offering this course 
for the first time when schools open 
in September.

BACK IN'SCOTLAND, 
VICTIMS OF FOGS 


Three Fliers Became Sep- 


arated Just After Start 
for Iceland and Two 
Turned Back. 


LONG WATER JUMP 


MADE IN SEVEN HOURS 


Got First Sight of Lone 
Plane After 400 Miles 
Were Covered. 


BY OTIS PEABODY SWIFT. 

Aboard U. 8S. S. Richmond, off 
Scotland, August 2.—Fly- 
ing alone through ehilly northern skies, 
and lost onee in a dense fog bank, 
Lieutenant Eric Nelson and his me- 


chanic, Lieutenant John Harding, com- 


pleted the first lap of their trans-At- 
lantic voyage today when they landed 
safely on the bleak coast of Horna)- 
ford, Iceland. 

«Lieutenant Nelson skimmed to the 
shores of Iceland at 4:40 p/m. this 
afternoon, Greenwich mean time, while 
the other two planes of the American 
world flight. waited impatiently at 
Kirkwall for improved weather con- 
ditions. 

Nelson’s safe ‘arrival at the end of 
his 550-mile flight from the Orkneys 
Was reported in a radio message re- 
ceived on the Richmond from her sis- 
ter cruiser, the Raleigh. 

Got Lost in Fog. 

Forty minuts before he landed, Nel- 
son passed the Raleigh 25 miles off 
Horna jford. 

With the news of Nelson's safe land- 
ing in his air cruiser, the New Or- 
leans, Rear Admiral Magruder direct- 
ed all patrol ships to remain in posi- 
tion for the expected getaway. tomor- 
row of the other two planes, commnand- 
Lieutenants Lowell Sntith and 
Leigh Wade. 

Separated from his fellow pilots, 
Smith and Wade, when the three 
plunes dove into a heavy fog bank at 
the start of their journey this morn- 
ing, Nelson continued on his flight. 


He was sighted by the destroyer Reid 
in the afternoon, midway between the

Smith and Wade returned here when 
the three machines flew into the fug 
20 miles off Houton Bay, where they 
had hopped off at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning. Losing Nelson in the im- 
penetrable mist, they circled around 
several times in an effort to re-estab- 
lish contact. When they failed to siad 
him they returned the noses of their 
planes back toward Kirkwall. 

With the returned aircraft safely 
moored at the anchor buoys, Lieuten- 
ant Smith told of the morning's expe- 
rience. 

“We were about 25 miles out of 
Houton Bay,” he said, ‘‘and were fir- 
ing toward Iceland at an altitude of 
3,000 feet when we ran into a great 
fog bank. Nelson was on my left 
and I signaled both to him and Wade 
to try to reach clear weather by de- 
scending. A minute later Nelson dis- 
appeared. 

Sighted at 1:30 V’Clock. 

“That was the last we saw of him. 
Wade and I cfreled about for fire 
minutes, the fog getting thicker and 
thicker. There was nothing to do but 
return while the weather still was 
clear over Houton Bay.” 

With the airmen’s departure, the 
Richmond hurried northward in their 
wake.

$500,000, are to be completed this 


/ year to carry out im every detail the 
- 1921 bond issue program, which was 


started last year with construction of 
16 miles of sewers at a cost of $400,- 
000, it was announced Saturday by 
Alderman Claude E. Buchanan. 
ehairman of the sewer committee 6. 
city council, who has supervised per- 
sonally the most extensive sewer im- 
provement program ever attempted 
in Atlanta. 

Economy exercised in construction 
of the main projects of the bond is- 
sue program has enabled the city and 
pond commission to divert nearly 
$100,000 of savings from them into 
construction of latera] sewers, lead- 
ing from the main sewers along im- 
portant streets to connect with thou- 
sands of new homes that have been 
built in Atlanta since the extension 
program began, Alderman Buchanan's 
report showed. 

Sewer Importance Stressed, 

The vital importance of a well 
planned sewer system to a_ big city 
was stressed by Alderman Buchanan 
in making public the report on con- 
struction. 

Rain water. which has fallen to a 
total of more than two feet deep al- 
ready this year in Atlanta, cannot 
sink into the earth or follow natural 
vhannels of outlet. because either 
roofs or waterproof paving covers 
most of the surface area of the city 
and artificial changes in street and 
building lot levels prevent natural 
flow. Artificial outlets must be pro- 
vided for that as for the waste that is 
ereated by a population of 250,000 
residents. 

Of the £500,000 which will be 
enent during the year, approximately 
£550.000 will come from the sale of 
the sewer honds unvler the 1921. bond 
jesuie: $100,000 will be spent in the

*ractically all of the sewers for 
which special appropriations were 
made by council at the beginning of 
the year are now under construc- 
tion, or have been completed. Ninety 
streets have been passed up for Iat- 
eral sewers so far this year, 45 of 
which have “»een completed. 
All Under Construction. ‘ 

All of the bond issue sewer pro}j- 
ects outlined for the year’s work are 
now under construction, and it is 
hoped to have them all completed by 
the first of the year, with the poss:- 
ble exception of the Lleyd street 
trunk sewer, which is the largest sin- 
gie sewer job that hae been under 
taken by the city. 

The Lloyd street sewer, which ts 
under contract, is now well under 
wey. It calls for an expenditure of 
about $200,000, Tulton county com. 
missioners havinz appropriated $100,- 
(OG of this amount, and the re- 
mainder is to be taken from the bond 
sewer funds. 

When this sewer is completed it 
will extend from Hill street in the 
Third ward southwest a distanee of 
2400 feet to the Atlanta & West 
Point belt railruad, and will repre- 
sent un expenditure of $280,000. 

McDaniel Street Sewer. 

The McDaniel street trunk sewer, 
now under construction, will extend 
from University avenue to the At- 
lanta & West Foint belt railroad. 
Trunk sewers are being built to pro- 
vide sewerage for the Brownsville 
section, which lies in and around 
Clark university, and is at present 
without any. sewerage facilities. 

A relief sewer is being constructed 
from the open channel in Piedmont 
to Kleventh street near VPied- 
avenne, to relieve this section. 


The Greensferry avenue frunk 
sewer has been completed from Par- 
sons street to 400 feet north of West 
Iiunter street. ‘ihis sewer closes up 
a sewer’ branch on the site of one 
of the new high sclrools. The Boyn- 
ton street sewer, as well as the Grant 
park trunk line, has been completed, 
closing up two very bad and of- 
fensive sewer brenches in the Third 
and Second wards, as well as the 
stockade trunk sewer. 

Storm Water Outlets. 

Several storm water sewers have

By the con- 
struction of lateral sewers in 1922, 
666 surface closets were eliminated: 
in 1923, 300 surface closets were 
eliminated, and by the construction of 
lateral sewers in the 1924" schedule. 
more than 300 surface closets will be 
eliminated. 

Work Is Satisfactory. 

The entire work on sewers has pro- 
gressed most satisfactorily and _ the 
work has been let to contract under 
competitive bids at the lowest possi- 
ble figures. For the money expended, 
the results obtained have been very 
satisfactory. Full value has been re- 
ceived in every instance. 

The sewer department is now lay- 
ing house connections for all streets 
passed up for new pavement, which 
are more than 100 in number. 

The Orme street sewer was com- 
pleted the first of this year. ‘This 
was extended from Fourteenth street 
north 2,400 feet and cost about $12,- 
000. It is one of the largest in the 
city and takes care of all the territory 
north of Marietta street and west of 
Penchtree stree, 

The stockade trunk sewer line was 
completed during the first part of 
this year also. It runs a length of 
» 600 feet and takes care of the entire 
eastern part of the city south of the 
Georgia railroad. 

Other Sewers Built. 

Another large project completed the 
Intter part of last year was the High- 
land avenue trunk sewer, running 
about 1,600 feet. This runs under the 
baseball park and takes care of all 
the territory in the eastern part of 
the city north of the Georgia rail- 
road. : 

Numerous. other sewers were built 
and the eity todav has better sewer 
facilities than it has enjoyed in its 
history.

The importance and the necessity 
of the jobber in the chain of distribu- 
tion is. strikingly emphasized by an 
article in the current issue of Busi- 
ness, by J. R. Sprague. In pointing 
out the folly of the average merchant 


trying to buy from the manufacturer 
direct, Mr. Sprague says: 

“In the first place, a good many of 

the standard manufacturers sell only 
through jobbers; or when they do sell 
direct to a retailer they insist that 
he buy not less than a certain quan- 
tity. 
. “Now suppose a merchant, by buy- 
ing a gross of some item gets a price, 
we'll say, of $10 a dozen instead of 
the small-order price of $12.50 a dozen 
he would have to pay a jobber. He 
seems to be saving money. But sup- 
pose it takes him a year to wark off 
his. gross-lot purchase. All chat time 
his money is tied up. Besides, if he 
pies up too many gross-lot purchases 
he’s going to be cramped for the 
money to buy other stuff. 

“Then there’s another angle. It’s 
dangerous for the new merchant to 
buy from too many houses. He'd be 
wiser to concentrate his buying: and 
he can’t do that if he keeps shopping 
around for prices. Suppose, for in- 
stance, he owes $100 apiece to 50 
? manufacturers and then 
business slumps. Every one of those 
oO manufacturers will want his money 
when it’s due and every one of them 
wil] think that. because the amount 
is small, the merchant must be a 
piker if he doesn’t pay at once. Thus 
the merchant endangers his credit.

So far as I have seen, there's little 
physical difference between old time 
champions and champions up-to-date. 
There are as good men now as there 
ever were in the ring. The chief 
difference is that old time fighters 
weren’t influenced so much by the 
thought that winning meant a fortune 
and defeat was a form of bankrupfty. 

The fight was the great thing in 
the old days. 

The money is the big thing today. 
*Old time fighters fought desperately 
and recklessly. 

Modern fighters are extremely cau- 
tious. They take no risk that can be 
dedged. A championship is some- 
thing to be grabbed if possible, and 
then to be held as long as possible 
by outwitting the other fellows who 
are after it. Dangerous matches are 
avoided, and the modern champion is 
very fond of no-decision matches in 
which he can run or stall and hold his 
title if he finds he can’t win. 

Jack Dempsey is the only champion 


record shows. His pride was in box- 
ing. If he had been a fencer his 
weapon would have been the rapier, 
not the broad sword or claymore. Jer- 
fries, a great champion, came later.

REPAIRING THE CAPITOL. 

There is not a member of the 
state government, official or cleri- 
cal, or a2 member of the state as- 
sembly, who does not realize that 
the state’s capitol needs imme- 
diate repairing and  remodel- 
ing. It is not only inadequate to 
meet the demands of the day, even 
with several departments housed on 
the outside in nearby buildings, but 
this is in spite of the fact that a 
great basement floor, now largely 
lost to practical service, can with 
nominal expense be converted into 
thoroughly useful, sanitary offices. 

The building needs new lighting 
and heating systems, and it is not 
difficult—as reported by competent 
architects—to rearrange some of 
the floor spaces in the three floors 
above the basement so as to give 
a great deal of additional office 
space that is now being lost in use- 
less lobbies and hallways. The 
building needs a new roof, and 
above all things else it needs to be 
made thoroughly fireproof, which it 
is not today. 

The special legislative committee, 
appointed a year ago to look into 
and report on capitol repairs, has 
unanimously recommended an ex- 
penditure of $200,000 for this pur- 
and has suggested that the 
$20,000 a year rental for the ald 
mansion site be converted to that 
use. | 

The latter suggestion would be a 
good one were it not for the fact 
that a better one is to utilize that 
specific fund for the securing of a 
site and the building of an adequate 
home for the governor in keeping 
with other states of the country. It 
is not economical to pay rent for 
one, as the state is forced to do at 
the present time, and it is certainly 
not the spirit of Georgia to deny Its 
governors the same living condi- 


.tions that other states provide, and 


in keeping with the high and dig- 
nified office that a state’s chief 
executive holds.

tomy than any other living authority. 
I quoted some of his observations bere 
or two ago. Dr. Kaiser bas 
recently reported to the medical pro- 
fession the results of a study of the 


health. of 1,200 children as compared 
with an equal number of children who 
have not been operated on. ‘The ear- 
lier report which I quoted here was of 
the condition of 5,000 children whom 
Dr. Kaiser and his associates exam- 
ined a year after the removal of the 
tonsils. The 1,200 chiidren of the 
present group are some of the 5,000, it 
being three years now since their ton- 
sils were removed. The 1,200 chil- 
dren whose condition is compared with 
these in the present report are chil- 
dren with enlarged or diseased tonsils

There are probably few 
men who have not wished at some 
period of their lives that they were 
pirates and stories about pirates are 
always popular. Although pirates 
Lwere by no means the chivalrous 
characters that should make favorite 
heroes of fiction, their undoubted

Real Story of the Pirate. 

Mr. Alpheus Hyatt Verrill, in his 
book, “The Real Story of the Pirate,” 
writes: “Had it not been for these 
picturesque sea rovers, England 
would have been hard pressed to re- 
tain her hold in the New World, and 
the United States might now be under 
Spanish rule. The downfall of 
Spain's sea power was largely due to 
the sea rovers and, no matter how 
despicable they were in many ways, 
we cannot fail to feel a debt of grati- 
tude to the buccaneers. It may sur- 
prise you to learn that many of our 
customs, our luxuries, eren our 
mronetery system were inherited from 
the buecaneers, while much of our 
eirly knowledge of the Antilles, of 
South America, 
ard of the sea came from them.” 

* The term “buceaneer” or “buca- 
n:er” was first applied only to French 
hunters. In 1629 a Spanish force at- 
tacked the settlers on the island of St. 
Christopher, now called St. Kitts. A 
number of the French settlers set 
sail in search of new homes and 
reached Hispaniola (now know as 
Santo Domingo). They found — the 
cuuntry teeming with game. wild cat- 
tle, horses and pigs, and, for a live- 
lihood they slaughtered the wild cat- 
tle and fried the fish over fires. The

in Dutch at Amsterdam in 1678, then 
in Berman in 1679, in Spanish in 1681 
and in English, published by William 
Crooke, London, 1684. Since then in- 
numerable editions and reprints have 
appeared. It is now included among 
the: “Broadway Translations” It is 
an entertaining and apparently per- 
fectly accurate first-hand account. of 
the English and French buccaneers of 
Jamaica and Tortuga and relates espe- 
cially the exploits of Sir Henry Mor- 
gan, the English Jamaican hero. Sir 
Henry brought a libel action against 
William Crooke, the publisher of the 
first English edition., He won his case 
and was granted two hundred pounds 
damages anda public apology. In this 
book Sir Henry was held up as a 
perfect monster for his cruel treatment 
to his prisoners, but although the 
buceaneer resented.this very much, he 
was much more annoyed by the state- 
ment that he came of very humble 
stock and was sold by his parents 
when a boy to serve as a laborer in 
Barbadoes. The new edition of the 
book contains interesting historical 
and bibliographical notes and an in- 
troductory essay by Andrew Lang.

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ITHOUT as much to-do as 

greets an ordinary traveler, 

an African explorer has re- 

turned te England, and set- 

tled down, pro tem, in an un- 

pretentious flat in. London 
Close to .Piccadilly. Major Claude 
Wallace, F. R. G. S., is entitled to a 
notable place among the men who 
have shed light on the darkest places 
in the dark continent. 


He has penetrated regions no white 
man had ever seen, and with perils 
at every turn has covered 20,000 
miles. His discoveries, already 
known to some extent to the other 


Fellows of the Royal Geographical 
society, which invited him to tecture, 
justify the redrawing of important 
parts of the map of Africa. 


Major Wallace remains the un- 
known explorer to the man in the 
Street because he has refused up to 
now to tell his story in print. 

Many of his journeys were made 
in the interests of a British industrial 
firm. 

In 1913, he started on a secret mis- 
sion into a country, portions of which 
no white man vefore him had seen. 
He knew the only government near 
enough to count would not aid him 
Should he be endangered or take ac- 
tion should misadventure befall him. 
Once, when surrounded by hostile 
chiefs intent on finding an English- 
man to kill, he was saved by a native 
woman who had followed him into 
the jungle, after his own carriers had 
deserted, to tell the tribesmen how 
his medical skill had saved her from 
being a life-long invalid. 

A tew months earlier, his mére ar- 
rival on the African coast brought 
threats from the reichstag and action 
from the British foreign office and 
sent German men-of-war to Liberian 
waters. 

Incidentally, as the only soldier to 
see the battle of Jutland from the 
maintop of a British dreadnought 
—he had a premonition of the battle 
weeks ahead—Major Wallace was 
able to give the first accurate report 
of the engagement. | 

The unknown explorer is more 
than fifty years old; he looks forty. 
Even his jungle wanderings have 
never given him a day’s illness. A 
direct descendent of Sir William Wal- 
lace, the Scotch hero, he was born 
in England and reared in Ireland. He 
has spent nearly ten years in Africa— 
in Liberia, Angola, the French and 
Belgian Congoes, and along the Ivory 
coast. Soon he will leave for a se- 
cluded island off the African coast, 
where he will put his experiences int9 
a book that, on the strength of a 
synopsis only, has been snapped up in 
advance by publishers in England and 
America. 

‘1 started in January, 1913, ona 
secret mission to report on the hinter- 
land of Liberia, the negro republic, 
founded by freed American slaves,”’ 
Major Wallace said when interviewed. 

‘Unlimited supplies of raw mate- 
rials were believed to be awaiting ex- 
ploitation there. No definite knowl- 
edge was available; no map existed. 
No white man, we were told, had ever 
seen the district. 

‘Germany had interests in Liberia. 
The president of the republic refused 
me permission to enter the interior 
except on payment of 10,000 pounds.

N AJOR WALLACE was lost in 

the Devil’s forest after finding 
a pile of human skulls near what ap- 
peared to be a cannibal village. He 
followed a pocket compass for fifty 
miles before emerging from the jun- 
gle, and, though without food for 
days, survived to cross the Kavalli 
river and explore the Ivory coast 
with its sacred peaked mountains. 
French authorities had advised him 
not to go there as the natives were 
wild and dangerous; and these more 
than lived up to reputation. 

“I had to make what you Ameri- 
cans call a ‘a quick get-away,’”’ he 
said, “‘swimming the aptly named 
Crocodile river.’’

URING the more than thirty 

years he stood guard over the 

Stage door of the famous old 

Gaiety Theater in London, 

James Jupp saw many re- 

markable things but none was 
more extraordinary than the swift, Cin- 
dérella-like transformation which a 
chorus girl often underwent so soon 
after taking her place in the theater’s 
array of beauties. 

Many of the recruits to the Gaiety’s 
Chorus came, like Gertie Millar. from 
the home of humble working people. 
Until their youth and beauty attracted 
the attention of Manager George Ed- 
wardes they had been earning their liv- 
ing in stores or mills and sometimes 
Ht domestic service. 

When they stepped through the stage 
door for the first time they were not 
at all well dressed and often their 
clothes were positively shabby. Usually 
they were shy, timid little things, quite 
inexperienced with life and love, nerv- 
ous over their prospects of success on 
the stage and dazzled by the strong 
light of publicity that began to shine 


on them the instant they were engaged . 


for the Gaiety. 

But within a few weeks, frequently 
within a few days after beginning their 
new and strange life, they were mar- 
velously transformed by the magic that 
the Gaiety’s footlights seemed to pos- 
sess more than any others. 

The cheap, ill-fitting often’ shabby 
clothes of the working girl would give 
place to Paris gowns and coats of er- 
mine and sable. Diamonds gleamed on 
their once toil-stained fingers and 
rare pearls encircled their now snow- 
white throats. 

They no longer came and went on 
foot, but in luxurious carriages of 
motor cars, with men in livery to drive 
them. And always there were men of 
wealth and title to shower them with 
flowers, bonbons ad other gifts and to 
vie with one another for the privilege 
of escorting them wherever they might 
wish to go. 

Even when these beginners came 
from positions in life where they had 
been able to afford fine clothes and 
jewels they were able to deck them- 
selves in still finer ones very soon after 
their charms had been revealed for 
the first time to the thousands of ap- 
praising eyes that were continually 
watching the Gaiety stage. 

But these girls who became queens 
of wealth and luxury almost over night, 
who were transformed almost as magi- 
cally as Cinderella herself, did not all 
attain the lasting happiness that came 
tc the little heroine of the fairy story. 


he the book of reminiscences which 
James Jupp, the keeper of the 
Gaiety stage door, has recently publish- 
ed there are many incidents calculated 
to disillusion the girl who thinks the life 
or a famous footlight beauty always 
a perfectly safe and easy road to lux- 
ury, wealth and love. 

“There was a beautiful girl 
came to us when she was about twenty- 
two years of age,” says Mr. Jupp. “‘l 
won’t say she used the Gaiety to find 
a husband, but lk remember she. left the 
stage because she believed she was in 
love, and afterwards regretted the fict. 
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“The swift, 
Cinder ella- 
like transfor- 
mation of 
many a Gaiety 
beaut y— 
changed’ almos? 
over night from a 
timid and shab- 
bily clothed work- 
ing girl into a 
proud queen of 
luxury, wealth 
and fashion.”’

this mannequin cited as the most 
beautiful girl in London. 

“She became the topic of the smart 
Club and Park Lane drawing rooms, 
and it was not surprising that her fame 
reached the theatrical agents. At last 
one of them went to her and said that 
he could get her a job at the Gaiety. 

“It was a long time before she could 
be persuaded that the offer was made 
ir earnest, and when she agreed she 
looked upon it more as a joke than 
anything else, and stipulated that she 
would still follow her work as manne- 
quin.

“There was a 
sensation over'a magnificent 
ermine coat she had been 
seen wearing on one or two 
_occasions, and there was a 
lot of discussion in the girls” 
dressing room as to what it 
had cost.

Fang grew stronger, heavier, 

and more compact, while his 

character was developing 

along the lines laid down. by 

his heredity and his environ- 

His heredity was a life-stuff 

that may be likened to clay. It pos- 

sessed many possibilities, was capable 

of being molded into many different 

forms. Environment served to model 

the clay, to give it a particular form 

Thus, had White Fang never come 

in to the fires of man, the Wild would 

have molded him into a true wolf. But 

the gods had given him a different en- 

vironment, and he was molded into a 

dog that was rather wolfish, but that 
was a dog and not a wolf. 

And so, according to the clay of 
his mature and the pressure of his 
surroundings, his character was being 
molded into a. certain particular 
shape. There was no escaping it. He 
was becoming more morose, more 
uncompanionable, “more _ solitary, 
more ferocious; while the dogs were 
learning more and more that it was 
better to be at peace with him than 
at war, and Gray Beaver was coming 
to prize him more greatly with the 
passage of each day.

He knew 
the law too well to take it out on Gray 
Beaver; behind Gray Beaver were a 
club and god-head.: But behind the 
dogs there was nothing but space, and 
into this space they fled when White 
Fang came on the scene, made mad 
by laughter. 

In the third year of his life there 
came a great famine to the Mackenzie 
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Indians. In the summer the fish failed 
In the winter the cariboo forsook their 
accustomed track. Moose’ were 
scarce, the rabbits almost disappeared, 
hunting and preying animals perished. 
Denied their usual food supply, weak- 
ened by hunger, they fell upon and 
devoured one another. - Only the 
strong survived. White Fang’s gods 
were also hunting animals. The old 
and the weak of them died of hunger. 
There was wailing in the village, 
where the women and children went 
without in order that what little they 
had might go into the bellies of the 
lean and hollow-eyed hunters who 
trod the forest in the vain pursuit of 
meat. . 

To such extremity were the gods 
driven that they ate the soft-tanned 
leather of their moccasins and mit- 
tens, while the dogs ate the harnesses 
off their backs and the very whuip- 
lashes. Also, the dogs ate one an- 
other, and also the gods ate the dogs. 
The weakest and the more worthless 
were eaten first. The dogs that still 
lived, looked on and understood. A 
few of the boldest and wisest forsook 
the fires of the gods, which had now 
become a shambles, and fled into the 
forest, where, in the end, they starved 
to death or were eaten by wolves. 

In this time of misery, White Fang, 
tco, stole away into the woods. He 
was better fitted for the life than the 
other dogs, for he had the training of 
his cubhood to guide him. Especially 
adept did he become in stalking small 
living things. He would lie conceal- 
ed for hours, following every move- 
ment of a cautious tree-squirrel, wait- 
ing, with a patience as huge as the 
hunger he suffered from, until the 
squirrel ventured out upon the 
ground.

And 
so with White Fang. Every urge of 
his being impelled him to spring 
upon the pack that cried at his heels, 
but it was the will of the gods that 
this should be; and behind the will, 
to enforce it, was the whip of caribou- 
gut with its biting thirty-foot lash.

After several experiences 
White Fang never stopped w.!hout 
orders. He learned quickly. It was 
in the nature of things that he must 
learn quickly, if he were to survive 
the unusually severe conditions under 
which life was vouchsafed him. 


UT the dogs could never learn the 

lesson to leave him alone in 
camp. Each day, pursuing him and 
crying defiance at him, the lesson of 
the previous night was erased, and 
that night would have to be learned 
over again, to be as immediately for- 
goiten. Besides, there was a greater 
consistence in their dislike of him. 
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They sensed between themselves and 
him a difference of kind—cause suf- 
ficient in itself for hostility. Like him, 
they were domesticated wolves. But 
they had been domesticated for gen- 
erations. Much of the Wild had been 
lost, so that to them the Wild was the 
unknown, the terrible, the ever men- 
acing and ever warring. But to him, 
in appearance and action and impulse, 
still clung the Wild.

He 
could not endure a prolonged contact 
with another body. © It smacked of 


danger. It made him frantic. He 
must be away, free, on his own legs, 
touching no living thing. It was the 
Wild still clinging to him, asserting it- 
self through him. This feeling had 
been accentuated by the Ishmaelite 
life he had led from his puppyhood. 
Danger lurked in contacts. It was 
the trap, ever the trap, the fear of it 
lurking deep in the life of him, woven 
into the fibre of him . 

In consequence, the strange dogs 
he encountered had no chance against 
him. He eluded their fangs. He got 
them, or got away, himself untouched 
in either event. In the natural course 
of things there were exceptions to 
this. There were times when several 
dogs, pitching on to him, punished 
him before. he could get away; and 
there were times when a single dog 
scored deeply on him.

By Missionary Societies 


Last month Baptist W. M. societies | 
throughout the south had for their 
study topic “African Motherhood.” 

In-August our suggested gram is 
on “The Negro in Qur Midst.’ A 
very practical question is ¢Haa the 
negre met Christ in our homes? ; 


The education of the negro girl oas 
been neglected in the past. Ont'y re- 
cently has the home board of the 
Seuthern Baptist convention largely 
entered this field. A number of in- 
fluential schools of oar denomin«iion 
ve grown — in the south with 
oiral good 1 and support of the 
white reeset around them, but the 
ownership and direction of school 
property have been in the hands of the 
negro. 
The home *eard co-operates with 
the national .Baptist convention (col- 
ored) in its program for education. 
Domestic science, nursing and sewing 
are included in the negro girls edu- 
cation. 
“Negro girls need aot so much.” 
says President Nannie Burroughs, of 
the Nationa’ Training School for Col- 
ored Girls at Washington, D. “to 
take the black sister out of the alley, 
ane to take the alley out of the black 
sister.” 

Tt is impossible to think of Jes: 
ae having any prejudice against any 
human being. simply because of race 
color, habits or language. 

Southern women cannot afferd to 
atand by and have no part in helping 
to shape and direct so momentous a 
work as winning the souls and training 
the hands of the negro gicis who will 
live here in the south alongside of 
our children. 

tt is, estimated that there are at 
least 9.000.000 negroes in the south. 
About one-halfsof this number hold 
membershin in Protestant chur. es. 
Because of the fact that 85 ner cent 
of all negro Bantist forees are within 
our doors, the Southern Baptist cuon- 
vention has for manv years heen work- 
ing out throneh its home mission 
hoard, on a Christian basis, its hig 
ieter-racial problem. That problems 
shonld follow the living side bv ‘side 
of two races 80 completely dif*e-cent 
in temperament. social standards, 
traditions and achievements is no mar- 
vel. “There is no like instance in 
history where a weaker race in such 
large numbers has heen introduced 
into the midst of a stronger race and 
has entered into the game inheritance 
of civilization.”
